INTERIM  REPORT 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Loughborough. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  4th  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  of  your  Borough. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  in  conformity  with  the 
Ministry’s  request,  this  report  is  in  the  nature  of  an 
Interim  report  and  deals  mainly  with  the  changes  which 
'have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Loughborough  being  a  reception  area,  a  considerable 
expansion  of  the  work  of  the  Department,  particularly  in 
relation  to  Maternity  &  Child  Welfare  *  has  been  necessary. 
Fortunately,  the  Committee's  progressive  policy  in  respect 
of  their  Welfare  Services  in  normal  times  has  lightened 
considerably  the  extra  burden  and  made  expansion  a 
relatively  easy  matter.  Having  premises  at  Lemyngton 
Street,  and  also  more  recently  at  Shelthorpe,  devoted 
exclusively  to  Welfare  Work,  it  has  been  possible  to 
arrange  additional  clinics  without  the  difficulties  of 
finding  suitable  accommodation  which  would  otherwise  have 
arisen  at  a  time  when  every  available  building  was  being 
utilised  to  its  full  capacity. 

I  wish  here  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the 
way  in  which  the  voluntary  workers  have  shouldered  the 
extra  work  involved  in  attending  at  these  additional 
sessions . 

In  February  the  Committee  decided  to  appoint  a 
third  Health  Visitor,  and  following  the  influx  of  evacuees, 
the  Ministry  sanctioned  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
temporary  Health  Visitor., 

There  is  no  evidence  that  the  health  of  the  population 
as  a  whole  has  been  adversely  affected  by  the  war,  but  the 
old  problem  of  the  child  v/ho  is  minded  under  unsuitable 
•  conditions  while  the  mother  goes  to  work  has  been  intensified. 
Increasing  numbers  of  mothers  are  finding  employment,  and 
many  of  the  children  are  being  left,  during  their  absence, 
in  the  charge  of  unsuitable  persons.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
recently  proposed  Day  Nurseries  will  remedy  this. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Committee  and 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing  support  during  a 
very  busy  year.

MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELEARI 


Loughborough  being  a  reception  area,  there  has  been 
a  considerable  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Maternity  &  Child 
Welfare  Services  owing  to  the  influx  of  expectant  mothers 
and  mothers  with  young  children  from  the  more  vulnerable 
areas 


Maternity  Services 0  . 

Under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme  two  emergency 
maternity  hospitals  have  been  opened  where  the  confinements 
of  women  from  certain  evacuation  areas  are  conducted.  These 
are  at  Whatton  House  with  40  beds  and  Lockington  Kail  with 
49  beds.  The  expectant  mothers  are  brought  from  the 
evacuation  areas  usually'  at  the  8th  month  of  pregnancy, 
and  the  majority  are  billeted  in  Loughborough  prior  to 
confinement,  and  in  order  to  'ensure  that  they  receive 
adequate  ante- natal  supervision  considerable  expansion  of 
the  existing • ante-natal  facilities  has  had  to  be.  made.  Two 
additional  ante-natal  clinics  have  been  started,  and  these 
are  conducted  by  part-time  Medical  Officers..  The  cost  is 
borne  by  the  Government',.  •

.  The  branch  Welfare  Centre  commenced  at, the  Free 

Church  Premises  in  Park! and s  Drive  in  1938  was  found  to  be 
so  successful  that  the  accommodation  proved  inadequate, 
and  the  Committee  decided  to  establish  the  Centre  at  the 
Old  Isolation  Hospital  in  Ling  Road,  These  premises  are 
more  conveniently  situated  for  the  area  they  are  -  to-  serve , 
and  the  accommodation  comprises  main  hall,  kitchen,  . 
doctor’s  consulting  room  and  food  stores.  A  commodious 
pram  shed  is  provided. 

The  reception  of -numbers  of  children  under  the  age 
of  3  years  from  the  evacuation  areas  has  necessitated 
additional  welfare  sessions.  A  further  weekly  session, 
making  three-  in  all,  is  now  held  at  Lem^^  t04_-  ptx*^t,  and 
an  an  extra  session,  making  two  a  week, is  held  at  the 
Shelthorpe  Centre , 


IJTPECTIOUS 


DISEASES 


Scarlet  Fever, 

54  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
and  of  these  53  were  removed  to  hospital ,  In  three  cases 
the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed.  There  were  no  deaths  and 
the  number  of  cases  was  only  one  fifth  of  those  recorded 
in  the  previous  year<>  The  cases  occurred  sporadically 
throughout  the  year  and  there  was  no  suggestion  of  an 
epidemic  o 


Diphtheria, 

72  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  as  compared 
with  161.  in  the  previous  year,  and  of  these  70  were 
admitted  to  hospital.  In  5  cases  the  diagnosis  was  not 
confirmed  on  further  investigation,  3  deaths  occurred 
from  this  disease.  As  in  the  case  of  scarlet  fever,  the 
cases  were  distributed  fairly  evenly  throughout  the  year 
and  no  anxiety  was  felt  with  regard  to  the  position. 


These  diseases  having  been  made  notifiable  in  November 
1939,  a  more  accurate  indication  of  their  incidence  could 
be  obtained.  The  number  of  notifications  received  does 
not  represent  the  total  number  of  cases  occurring,  as 
only  those  cases  seen  by  a  medical  practitioner  are 
notifiable,  and  when  the  disease  is  known  to  be  prevalent 
many  parents  do  not  call  in  a  doctor  unless  there  is 
doubt  as  to  the  diagnosis  or  the  child  is  ill. 


In  common  with  the  whole  country,  a  sharp  epidemic 
of  measles  occurred  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  some 
800  cases  being  notified  in  Loughborough  during  October, 
November  and  December,,  The  total  number  of  notifications 
for  the  year  was  1037^  Slightly  more  than  half  the  cases 
occurred  in  children  between  5  and  9  years  old.  Fortu¬ 
nately  no  deaths  occurred  from  the  disease.  Home  visits 
were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  cases  which  came  to 
notice  where  a  doctor  was  not  in  attendance,  and  a  leaflet 
giving  instructions  with  regard  to  nursing  and  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  spread  of  the  disease  was  sent  to  all  cases. 


In  contrast,  only  21  cases  of  whoring  cough  were 
notified  during  the  year.  Two  *  ^ohs  attributable  to 
this  disease  occuixod  E  ..v.ei-,  both  being  in  children 
under  1  year  of  age. 

Other  infectious  diseases  presented  no  features 
calling  for  comment « 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION , 


The  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year,  as 
might  be  expected, was  considerably  less  than  the  figure 
of  the  previous  year,  most  of  those  who  intended  to  apply 
having  already  done  so,  A  total  of  372  children  were 
treated  during  the  year,  and  of  these  155  were  under  the 
age  of  5  years.
